nished at a cost of £90,000, was for- 
mally opened by the Minister for Local 
Government and Public Health (Mr. P. J. 
Rattledge), yesterday. The Minister, 
accompanied by the Secretary to his Depart- 
ment (Mr. J. Hurson), was received by the 
architect (Mr. Vincent Kelly), the Resident 
Medical Superintendent (Dr. John Dunne), 
and a guard of honour of fifty nurses (in 
charge of Miss M. O’Connor, Deputy 
Matron, and Miss C. Lynch, Acting Deputy 
Matron. 

After the ceremony the Minister made a 
tour of inspection through the building and 
up to the roof, where St. pna’s Pipe 
Band was giving a recital. The Home was 
blessed by the Very Rev. Canon John Flood.

The Chairman of the Grangegorman and 
Portrane Mental Hospitals’ Joint Committee, 
Mr. M. J. Staines, in proposing the health 
of the Minister, said that a grant of 40 per 
cent. of the cost of the new Nurses’ Home 
had been made from the Hospitals’ Fund. 


IN WOODEN BUILDINGS 


He referred to the urgent building needs 
of the Hospital, and said that 500 patients 
were housed in wooden buildings; these 
buildings had long outlived their normal life 
and were most susceptible to danger of de- 
struction by fire—a terrible risk in a mental 
hospital. They had 3,675 patients in the 
two hospitals; in 1890 there were only 1,300 
patients. In 1933 the Department of Local 
Government and Public Health was asked to 
consider a scheme to remove Grangegorman 
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| Hospital to a new site near the city, thus 

acres of land for housing. It 
was decided, however, that the capital outlay 
would be too great, and that the additional 
accommodation would best be provided by 
the erection of a third mental hospital on a 
new site. 

Faced with the problem of modernisin 
Grangegorman, the Committee then sectire 
approval of the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment, and a promise of a 40 per cent. grant 
from the Hospitals’ Fund, to schemes for 
the conversion of an old, disused buildin 
into an auxiliary infirmary; the erection o 
a Nurses’ Home for 178 nurses, freeing ac- 
commodation for about 140 patients; the 
construction of a new laundry and central 
power station; a combined visiting and 
recreation hall for the female department; 
and a visiting hall for the male department, 
with accommodation for unmarried male 
attendants, 3 

The first two schemes had been completed, 
and the third was well advanced. Ministerial 
approval for the 18 of the last two 
schemes was awaited. Recently Santry Court 
demesne had been ea as a site íor the 
new branch mental hospital; Santry Court 
itself would accommodate 120 patients and 
form a nucleus for the new hospital. 


TRIBUTE TO NURSES 


Mr. P. J. Ruttledge, in reply, paid a 
tribute to nurses throughout the —. for 
their work, particularly in mental hospitals. 
He also complimented the Grangegorman 
ras ie on their consideration for their 
staff. 

Overcrowding, he continued, was rife in 
many institutions, and a great deal of money 
had been raised to help to solve the problem; 
nevertheless, a lot remained to be done. 
They could be grateful, however, that every 
mental hospital in the country had com- 
petent medical and nursing staffs, and that 
very many patients were cured and returned 
to their homes. 

The Lunacy Laws required amendment, 
and the report of a committee set up by 
his predecessor was almost ready. He hoped 
that this might throw some light on the 


problems and on the question of retarded

Dr. John Dunne, R. M. S., in replying, said 
that the Hospitals’ Committee of Manage- 
ment consisted of representatives of all walks 
of life, and was blessed with a progressive 
attitude. 
medical and nursing staff to reach a point at 
which out of the patients admitted to 
the hospital in a year about 50 per cent. could 
be discharged fit to return to their normal 
lives. Without the aid of nurses, he con- 
tinued, medical science would be of no avail, 
yet in many places the living conditions of 
the nurses were abominable. The Grange- 
gorman Committee had done a great deal to 
alleviate the lot of mental nurses, and the 
new home was a fine example of what a 
Nurses’ Home should be.

HE new Nurses’ Home at Grange- 

orman Mental Hospital, Dublin, 
was built to accommodate the female 
attendants of the institution. Separate 
bedrooms are provided for 174 nurses, each 
room containing a built-in wardrobe, 
wash-hand basin, mirrors and other fittings. 
The furniture consists of bedstead, bed- 
side table, dressing-table, dressing-table 
chair, easy chair and stool. A reading 
wy is provided on the wall over each 


bed. 

In addition to the above accommoda- 
tion, four suites are provided for three 
deputy head nurses and the head nurse, 
The head nurse’s suite, which is self-con- 
tained, consists of living room, dining- 
room, bedroom, bathroom and kitchenette, 

Other accommodation includes recrea- 
tion room, tea kitchen, hand laundry, 
library, office, writing room, visitors 
waiting rooms, cl E 

The room íor recreation and rest has 
been treated in a simple and homely way, 
Bright coloured carpeta and rugs give the 
desired cheerful effect, and ample and 
restful seating accommodation is ob 
by the provision of a number of settees 
and easy chairs, These are upholstered on 
modern lines with Pullman spring 
cushions and covered in attractive 
tapestries, the colouring of which 
harmonises perfectly with the surround- 
ings. 

The head nurse and the three deputy 
head nurses have private bathrooms, and 
fifteen additional bathrooms are provi 
These bathrooms are fitted with shampoo 
basins and gas incinerators.

Rumania continues to lose territory. 
Some months ago she was forced to sacrifice 
Bessargbia and part of the Bukovina, on 
her north-eastern borders, to M. Stalin 
and his legions, and her new boundaries 
had to be thrown open to a swarm of 
homeless refugees from the ceded areas. 
Now Bulgaria has clamoured for, and is 
receiving, her share.

Toll of the Road 


It may seem slightly silly in times like 
these, when men only a few weeks ago 
were dying in thousands every day —and 
when even to-morrow may produce some 
fresh and terrible phase of the war 
slaughter—to speak of the toll of the 
roads. Yet how fearsome were those 
figures twelve months ago! They expressed 
one of the major problems in Great 
Britain, but this year is not like its pre- 
decessors, and the motor-car that speeds 
along the English country road to-day, 
hurtling round narrow corners on two 
wheels, is regarded in the new order of 
things as a machine hardly more dangerous 
than a farm-cart. Out of their context 
calamities are no ‘longer calamities, 
Doubtless, if the astronomers announced 
this morning that some stray planet rush- 
ing through space at several thousand 
miles a second, would collide with the 
earth next year, the present war, awful as 
it may seem now, would dwindle in human 


brawl. The grisly ‘prospect of the 
destruction of all human life would reduce 
the present slaughter, both in Europe and 
in Asia, to the point of insignificance ; 
and, in the same way, the recent deaths 
of thousands of men in France and Poland 
almost obliterates the fact that hundreds 
were perishing, and still perish, on the 
roads at home.” Instead of the usual 
long reports, therefore, accompanied 
almost as frequently by leading articles on 
the gravity of the problem, we read now 
only a brief paragraph, as in the present 
case of Northern Ireland, where it is 
announced that ten people were killed and 
157 injured in motor accidents last month. 
Anyway, the toll of the roads is not nearly 
so serious as it was some time ago. In 
Great Britain the number of deaths on 
the highway is still over 400 a month, but 
that figure represents a considerable 
reduction, and the number still is decreas- 
ing rapidly, Almost every report lately 
shows that there have been fewer accidents 
than in the month before, though in tho 
early part of the war the record of killings 
and maimings rose alarmingly from week 
to week. ‘Drivers, however, have since 
become used to the black-out, and what 
was at the beginning of the winter a very 
trying and dangerous experience—to travel 
even a few miles in a motor-car after dark 
—had become before the winter was over 
& matter of no serigus concern to anybody. 
The roads, too, are not nearly so congested 


rationing, and all the restrictions that are 
placed on travel nowadays has meant that-

Railway Fares Inquiry 


Opponents of the proposal to raise rail. 
way fares by 6.8 per cent. desire a post- 
ponement of the public inquiry, which is 
to open here on Monday, as to-morrow.

agreement at Craiova to-day for 
the cession of Southern Dobruja 
to Bulgaria. The agreement fixes 
the new frontiers on the 1912 line, 
running from just north of Silistria, 
on the Danu , to a point on the 
Black Sea just south of Mangalia. 
The Bulgarians thus get the two pro- 
vinces of Durastor and Caliacra.

The only country from 
which Italy can get oil is Rumania, where 
she will be in conflict over purchases with 
Germany.

Supplies of raw 
materials will not Cover industrial consump- 
tion for more than six months, Raw rubber, 
of which. Italy bad only four months stock 
when she entered the war, is running short 
and supplies for civilians are already severely 
restricted, Germany also has a serious de- 
ficiency of rubber, and there are indications 
that the Italian authorities are gravely con 
cerned at the rubber position. 

The wheat harvest looks like being seven 
million tons this year, a million tons less 
than expected, but is probably sufficient to 
ensure the food position there for at least 
nine months. Meat is available three days a 
week and is not allowed to be sold in 
restaurants. 


IRISH-BOUND SHIPS 
ATTACKED 


When the s.s. Prestatyn Rose entered 
Dublin yesterday the crew told how she had 
been attacked by three bombers while on the 
voyage from England. A number of bombs, 
the said, had been released, but they fell 
wide and did not do any damage. The ship 
was then machine-gunned, but it was learned 
that there had been no loss of life. 

The Prestatyn Rose was attacked on Tues- 
day off the Tuskat Light by three planes. 
The ‘planes released aerial torpedoes and 
dropped about fifty bombs when none of the 
torpedoes took effect. None of the bombs 
hit the ship; and the ‘planes returned to 
the attack, raking her decks with machine- 
gun fire. The crew were driven to shelter,

“The planes made several swoops on the 
ship, and the battle lasted for about half 
an hour.

OBJECT OF CONFERENCE 


Mr. W. Rollins, representing the Rath- 
down Board if Assistance, said that the 
object before the conference was to see what 
help the Parish Councils could give the 
Board, and how the Board could the 
Parish Councils if need arose.

Local 
traders with whom they had got in touch 
had proved very heipfal. His Parish Council 
was also getting in touch with the Flour

Local traders had agreed to 
that at the end of the emergency to take 
the supplies off their hands at the original 
price if in good condition. The council had 
also been working on a rationing system. 


THE FINANCING OF 


TRADERS . 


Mr. D. Findlater said that in his council’s 
area local traders had a supply of sugar 
sufficient for 25 weeks. They had decided 
that it was not their responsibility to pro- 
vide flour, but to see that flour was pro- 
vided. It had been arranged that a bakery 
be set up, and the Flour Millers’ Associa- 
tion had arranged to have a sufficient supply 
of flour stored in the district. 

He was opposed to the suggestion that 
public funds should be given to traders to 
bus stocks. The Board would find it 

ifficult to control prices at which shop- 
keepers would buy supplies. The Board 
might get into tremendous difficulties if 
they started financing traders. The onus 
should be on the Parish Council to feed the 
people in an emergency. The matter of 
establishing communal kitchens should be 
kept in mind. 

r. Seamus Hughes said that his council 
had considered the situation in which it 
might arise that. gas, electricity and water 
would be cut off, and had also worked out 


in an emergency where they were needed, 
The Parish Council should set up a fund 
of its own.

rs. Mulvey said that the relieving officers 
could deal with the ordinary poor, and the 
Parish Council with other cases of need,

BELFAST CORONER's 
REQUEST 


A request that military lorries should be 
driven through the city at a slower speed, 
was made by the Belfast Coroner (Dr. H. P. 
Lowe) ab an inquest which was held yester- 
day in the City Hall, in regard to the death 
of John Heaney, Lower Regent street, aged 
73. The evidence given by James Whan, 
Dargle street, and corroborated by several 
other witnesses, was that three women left 
St. Patrick's Church, Donegall street, shortly 
after 7.30 a.m. on Au 10th, They pro- 
ceeded to cross Done street to the opposite 
side, and, at that time, a military lorry 
was coming down from Clifton street. One 
of the women drew back, and, in the effort 
of the driver to avoid striking the women, 
the | skidded and struck the side of a 
taxi, which was standing at the chapel. 
Heaney, who also was leaving the chapel. 
was hit as the result of this occurrence, and 
taken to the Mater Hospital, where he died 
at 10.15 p.m. the same day. 

The Coroner said that in this case the 
primary cause of the accident was the three 
women wandering dimlessly across the street. 
The driver of the lorry attempted to avoid 
them and the lorry skidded.

N a note here on the racing career of Mr.

Tantrum that he liked, She was beautifully 
bred, being by Lord Lyon out of Vex, an 
own sister to Galopin, and he wanted to buy 
her for his master, but somehow she slipped 
through his fingers. 

By some odd chance he came across her 
again, this time, it is said, in the yard of a 
Dublin publichouse, and he bought her for 
only 25 sovs., the Galopin blood not being so 
highly esteemed then as it was later, for St. 
Simon had not come. 


Produce Not Notable 


Being cheap, Tantrum was not put to the 
best sires, and her early produce, although 
some were winners, were not notable. In 
1884 Mr. Sullivan sold his bloodstock, and 
Tantrum and her colt foal by Xenophon were 

ut up. Mr. Pallin took both, the mare for 
between 400 and 500 guineas, and the foal for 
140 guineas. 

Mr. Pallin resold the foal later, and that 
is where the sad story comes in, because his 
buyer was Mr. Thomas Vigors, a ‘Carlow man, 
still well remembered as a bloodstock agent 
and as the contributor of the Irish notes for 
many years to the old 1 newspaper. 

It was a sad, sad day Mr. Vigors when 
he bought Tantrum's foal, for he became that 
very regrettable colt who bore the once 
famous name of The Baron. This second 
Baron was an infamous creatyre. Those who 
knew Mr. Vigors know that the tragedy con- 
nected with that horse gave him an entirely 
different attitude towards life, as well it 
might, for The Baron would have shaken 
stronger men and richer than Tom Vigors.

The defeat was a stunning blow for Mr. 
Vigors, and its severity was uot tempered 
when The Baron finished second in the Grand 
Prix de Paris to Tenebreuse, with Merry 
Hampton lengths behind. 

Given a run for the stake in the Ascot Gold 
Cup he finished third, seven lengths behind 
the winner, Bird of Freedom. After running 
unplaced in the Eclipse he did win the St. 
George Stakes at Liverpool, because there 
was only one other starter, and that a bad 
one. e was unplaced in the Cesarewiten 
and Cambridgeshire, in which Bendigo was 
second with 9st.
